CHAPTER 510. 
AN ACT to amend chapter 381, of the laws of 1885. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcrioN 1. Chapter 381, of the laws of 1885, is 
hereby amended by adding after section 2, these 
three sections: Section 3. The circuit judge is 
hereby authorized to appoint the municipal judge 
of said court a circuit court commissioner, in ad-
dition to the other court commissioners author-
ized for said county. Section 4. In all cases 
commenced or pending in said court where 
the sheriff or one of his deputies is a party, the 
summorus or other process may be served on such 
sheriff or deputy by any person designated by 
the court for that purpose. Section 5. In all 
cases, actions, examinations or other proceedings 
had before any justice of the peace of the city of 
Chippewa Falls, if the defendant, his agent or at-
torney, shall at any time before the trial, make 
oath that from prejudice, or other cause, he be-
lieves such justice will not decide impartially in 
the matter, and shall file with the justice a writ-
ten request that the case or examination be re-
moved to the municipal court of Chippewa county,
